Van Gerst 
is said to be the commander of the filibusters 
and Carter, Knott, and Goodner are his 
aides. It is said that Van Gerst was sent 
here last May by the Cuban Junta and has 
been recruiting ever since. Van Gerst and 
Knott claim to have discovered a new ex- 
plosive and gun with which whirling iron 
slugs and bullets are discharged at a ter- 
rific speed, clearing a space 200 feet in width 
and 150 feet in length.

CHICAGO MEN GET A CONCESSION, 


Mexican Congress Approves the Plans 
for the Southeastern Railroad 
to Tap the Coffee Region. 


City of Mexico, Dec. 14.—Congress today 
finally passed the concession obtained by 
W. T. Pritchard of this city for the company 
known as the Mexican Southeastern railway, 
having headquarters in Chicago. 

The road is to run from San Geronimo, on 
the Tehuantopec National railway, to the 
frontier of Guatemala, where it will join 
the Guatemalan Northern railway, and 
on its way will tap the great coffee region 
of Tapachula. 

The. line is 420 kilometers long, and the 
branch from Tonola over the Sierra Madres 
to Tuxtla Guiterrez is 200 kilometers. The 
road will be standard gauge, and carries a 
subsidy of $6,000 per kilometer. The com- 
pany has put up a deposit of $50,000.

Handel wrote operas until he was turned out 
of the court circles by the Influence of his 
enemies. His operas are never performed. 
When he turned to writing oratorios for 
the people he made himself famous in one 
bound. 

‘* Handel's music, some say, is too easy, 
Others object to it because it has numerous 
trills and runs, and is altogether too florid 
in style. This style was the fashion of the 
age in which the composer lived. Fashions 
in musié change as often as modes of bon- 
nets. 

Handel's methods of conveying his mu- 
sical ideas are simple, but the meaning con- 
tained in those ideas performed. I have 
studied him earnestly now for the last forty 
years, and am just approaching a proper 
understanding of the inner meaning of 
‘The Messiah.’ The capacity for spiritual 
truth in The Messiah’ is unlimited.“

Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.— The Senate 
today agreed to the House amendments to 
the copyright bill which passed the latter 
body last week. The measure now goes to 
the President for his signature. The bill 
makes the piracy of a play a misdemeanor 
and an injunction granted by a Circuit Judge 
under it is enforceable all over the United 
States. It will thus prevent copyrighted 
plays from being produced without consent 
of the owners, because an injunction granted 
in one jurisdiction will be operative in every 
other jurisdiction of the United States.

HART MURDER CASE A DBRP MYSTERY. 


Much Excitement Over the Affair at 
Marshalitewn, Ia.

No crime since the foul butchery of Miss 
Annie Wiese some four years ago has 60 


“aroused the citizens of this county as the 


murder yesterday morning of young An- 
drew Hart at the home of his father, George 
Hart, a half mile north of the county poor 
farm. 

Young Hart was in this city Saturday, 
transacted some important business, and 
took considerable mohey home with him, 
One plausible theory is that his movements 
were watched while here, that he 
was followed home, that his ‘as- 
sailant secreted himself in a  neigh- 
boring strawstack while waiting for 
the household to‘retire, that he fell asleep, 
and did not realize, upon awakening, the 
lateness of the, hour. The murderer had 
forced the front door open, and was un- 
questionably bent upon robbery, as the 
senior Hart’s watch, Which he laid upon 
the sitting-room table the night previous, 
is missing. The mackintosh evidently worn 
by the murderer was left hanging over the 
yard fence fronting the house. is hat and 
necktie were afterwards found near the dead 
body of his victim, having been torn off in 


the struggle. 


The indications are that the burglar tried 
to escape as he had entered, through the 
front door, but was barred first by the 
young man and later by the latter’s father. 
Rather than face the aroused family he 
dashed through the windoW, and must have 
been badly wounded by broken glass, as 
frequent. blood splatches were discovered 
along his, trail for three miles. 

There is no abatement of the search. 
Armed posses have covered every acreof ter- 
ritory within a radius of many miles. Every 
railroad station, city, and village in the 
whole surrounding country are carefully 
guarded and escape seems impossible. 

Sheriff Mills is confident the man will be 
apprehended within another twenty-four 
hours.

President Gompers’ Repert. 


President Gompers then submitted his re- 
port. He began his address with the state- 
ment that the wrongs of the workingmen 
have not yet been obliterated nor their rights 
attained. He -touched first on the subject 
of labor legislation, in which, he said, only 
fair progress could be reported. He ac- 
counted for this state of things on the hy- 
pothesis that a vast number of bills of a pri: 
vate nature are continuously introduced into 
Congress, and these so occupied attention 
that much could not be accomplished along 
the line of reform legislation. Not enough 
Congressmen, he declared, were elected upon 
distinctive labor issues. Among the ‘legis- 
lative measures of interest to labor on which 
he reported progress were the umended 
eight-hour law; the “ contempt bill“; the 
non-partisan commission bill, knéwn as the 
Phillips bill; and the measure providing that 
prison-made goods shall be so branded, and 
not be permitted to be transported into other 
States. 

He recommended that representatives of 
the federation be constantly at the seat of 
the government during the sessions of Con- 
gress. 

The industelal situation, he said, showed 
little improvement over the two preceding 
years. The revival hoped for had not devel- 
oped. That the panic was not more acute 
was, he claimed, due more to the action of 
workingmen than to all other elements and 
forces combined. 

He declared the secret of labor’s success 
was contained in the one word organization,

MUTTON-RAISERS VS. WOOL-RAISERS. 

During last week 55,000 sheep were re- 
ceived at the Chicago Stock-Yards, of which 
all but about 6,700 were held for local con- 
sumption. The receipts for the preceding 
week were heavier, being about 70,000. 
For the corresponding week of last year the 
receipts ran up to about 75,000. 

Thus it appears that this year over three 
million sheep have been shipped to this city. 
Most of them were killed here and their. 
meat eaten by Chicagoans. The prices re- 
ceived by the shippers of sheep and lambs 
were good, 3 Last Saturday's quotations | 
were: 

Trade was active and prices ruled steady to 
strong. Lambs averaging 50@89 Ibs sold at $3.50@ 
5.25, bulk, $4.50@5.00; native sheep, $2.10@3.75; 
and Westerns, $2.60@3.60; bulk, 63. 2808. 40. 7 

The Illinois farmer who bas a small flock 
of sheep has a good investment. He sends 
the increase of his fleck to the Chicago mar- 
ket and he gets a good price for the mutton 
and the lamb. The land which he devotes 
to sheep-raising yields him a much better 
return than if he gréw wheat on it, and the 
land instead of being exhausted is becoming 
more fertile. ) 

The care and feed of the sheep cost little. 
They forage for themselves most of the 
year. They clean up the weeds in the rough 
patches of ground and in the fence corners. 
Food which other animals will not consume 
they accept. 

In 1868 Illinois had 2,700,000 sheep. 
Then the chief profit was in the wool. At 
that time there were only about 4½ million 
sheep west of the Missouri and the Missis- 
sippi. Since then Illinois lands have be- 
come too valuable to allow of the raising of 
sheep for the wool, and there are less than 
800,000 sheep in the State. They are profit- 
able because of the demand for their meat. 

What is true of Illinois is true of all the 
States east of Illinois. The raising of sheep 
for the market has becomea great industry. 
The wool is merely a by-product. The 
wool crop of Ohio is worth only two-thirds 
as much as the egg crop of that Siate. 

West of the Missouri and the Mississippi, 
where there were 444 million sheep in 1868, 
there are 23 million now. The land costs 
little or nothing and herders’ wages ate 
low. Sheep are grown tliere for their wool. 
A stiff duty on woe] would give the sheep- 
raisers of the semi-arid regions and the 
mining camps more money. It would also 
increase their flocks. 

The heavy duties on wool which those 
Ohioans, who make a living by shipping 
lipoded rams to Texas, New Mexico, and 
Montana, were allowed to insert in the 
tariff law of 1890 stimulated sheep-raising 
out West, but that injured the owners of 
the flocks in the Middle West and the 
Eastern States. 

The mining camps shipped more sheep 
east for food purposes and the price of 
mutton was driven down. The owners of 
the flocks in Illinois and the States to the 
east got.a little more for their tvool and 
much less for their mutton and lambs. 

If the ram-raisers are permitted to write 
the wool duties again the wool-raisers will 
be benefited and the mutton-raisers will 
be injured. The latter outnumber the 
former and their interests should be con- 
sulted first. 

When the next Congress takes up the 
tariff Senators from the mining camps who 
have bolted the Republican party will set 
out by threatening to knife its tariff legis- 
lation“ if something is not done for silver.“ 
When they find that will not work they will 
offer to compromise in excessive duties on 
wool so as to aid their free silver con- 
stituents. 

That is a demand Illinois Representa- 
tives should not accede to. Their con- 
stituents*will be hurt by the duties these 
free silver Senators will demand. They 
will be hurt as producers, for they will not 
be able to get as much for their mutton and 
lambs as they do now. They will be hurt 
as consumers, for they will have to pay 
more for their clothing, and it will contain | 
less wool and more shoddy and cotton. . 

The new tariff bill must be so framed as 
to. produce more revenue. But in doing 
that the interests of seventy millions of 
consumers must not be lost sight of, and 
one set of producers must not be injured to 
aid another and less deserving set.

Legislature. It is not pretended that this 
is a plan to perfect the law, but to make a 
loophole through which the spoils system 
may regain a foothold in the municipal gov- 
ernment. The text of this amendment is 
only suggested, but it appears to be directed 
“ toward increasing the power of the Mayor 
and possibly removing the authority of the 
board to conduct investigations and compel 
witnesses to testify under oath.” This 
project must be nipped, preferably in. the 
bud. No authority should be given to a 
Mayor: to use discretion in observing 
civil service principles. He should not be 
allowed to make exceptions in such cases 
where he might think it expedient to ap- 
point men to office without subjecting them 
to civil service examination. If such a loop- 
hole to evade the law were legalized then 
all the Aldermen and other practical poli- 
ticlans” with a retinue of heelers would 
promptly and continuously besiege the 
Mayor to include their friends among the 
“ exceptions.” Their requests would be ac- 
companied by the usual threats to hold 
up” his measures in the Council and de- 
feat his administration plans if he did not 
yield to their importunities, and as a result 
probably not more than one ont of ten 
Mayors would be able to withstand the 
pressure. The offices would be swamped 
again with incompetent henchmen and con- 
siderations of merit would be swallowed up 
as formerly by greed for spoils. 

No amendment must be made to the civil 
service law unless it is drafted by the friends 
of the law, and they seem content to let it 
stand as itis. They see no serious defect in 
its present working. All objections come 
from its enemies. The latter find in it a 
“lack of flexibility because it cannot be 
evaded, a “ hampering of heads of depart- 
ments because they cannot appoint ward 
heelers to office, and a “ tendency to create 
a permanent office-holding class, which is 
bad.“ These are pretexts that fail misera- 
bly to conceal the real purpose of the authors 
to stab the law in the back. There can be 
no menace in the kind of permanent oflice- 
holding class here referred to. It is no- 
torious that private and corporate enter- 
prises are far better managed than munici- 
pal corporations. They hire better men, 
pay them less wages, and obtain better 
work. They obtain efficiency and economy 
‘at once and they do it by the means of per- 
manent employment. When they secure 
competent men they want them to remain 
in their employ, knowing that each day's 
experience is adding to their value. They 
would regard it as the height of absurdity 
to dispense voluntarily with the services of 
an employé who had been found competent 
except in rare cases, and this principle of 
permanent employment, guided by merit, 
dominates the entire business world. It 
should prevail in municipalities as well. 
There is nothing to fear in a permanent 
office-holding class if it be competent. 
There is everything to fear from the peri- 
odical upheavals in municipal offices, espe- 
cially when they result merely in replacing 
one set of incompetents with another set of 
the same class. 

The civil service law has been in opera- 
tion less than two years and the city is only 
just beginning to feel its benefits. When it 
has run three or four years more its ments 
will be so conviacing and widespread it will 
require an excessively bold man in Chicago 
to dare agitate for its repeal. Many of the 
offices, including one-fifth of. the police 
force, have been filled already on the merit 
system, and in a few years more practically 
the entire lot of men-of at least questionable 
competency who were in office when the law 
went into effect will have been weeded out. 
Then the city will enter on the full enjoy- 
ment of a combined efficiency and economy 
in the administration of the government. 

The Federal Government was the first to 
try civil service, and little by little, in the 
face of Congressional opposition, the merit 
system has prevailed, with the aid of suc- 
cessive Presidents, until now most of the 
Federal employés, excepting Postmasters, 
are under civil service regulations, The re- 
sult has been a marked increase in the effi- 
ciency of the men and in the ecOnomy made

His inventive genius is equal to the 
emergency.

What does the spoils politician care whether 
the competitive system controls the appoinf- 
ments if he Can get control of the competitive 
examinations?

Ten Men at Its Command. 


“The department has ten men at its cm-

2. en the annual appropriation ordi- 
nance was under consideration last Febru- 
ary, an appeal was made for a sanitary in- 
8 or for each ward and for twenty-five 
Y lans to be employed during July, Au- 
gust, and September in the tenement dis- 
tricts, where the children of the poor die off 
during these three months in a 50 per cent 
excess of the average of the remaining nine 
months of the year. The financial condition 
of the city prevented compliance with the re- 
quest and the slaughter of the innocents 
has continued substantially unchecked. It 
is true there has been some slight improve- 
ment as measured by the death rate Dur- 
ing the first eleven months of 1895, January. 
to November inclusive, the total deaths in 
the Nineteenth Ward were 782. During the 
first eleven months of the present year jhe 
deaths were 739—a decrease of 5% per cent. 
It is only just, however, to attribute a large 
share of the improvement to the labors of 
the Hull House residents, and especially to 
Miss Jane Addams and her assistant, Miss 
Amanda M. Johnson, the efficient inspectors 
of the streets and alleys of the ward. 


Must Have More Power. 

“ The Council order instructs and requires 
the Department of Health to take immedi- 
ate steps for the repression and removal of 
such disease and death-producing condi- 
tions as it has located and ascertained to 
exist in the Nineteenth Ward. 

“It must be obvious from the facts set 
forth in this report that the department is 
unable to comply with this instruction and 
requirement. With its present powers and 
resources it cannot compel the paving of 
streets and alleys nor the filling up of low, 
undrained disease-producing areas, but it 
should have the power to do so through the 
City Caquncil, whenever it has demonstrated, 
as in die present instance, that a sanitary 
necessity exists affecting the public health. 

Although buildings declared by the Com- 
missioner of Health to be unfit for human 
habitation may be ordered vacated, in prac- 
tice it has been found next to impossible to 
secure such vacation witheut inflicting griev- 
ous. hardship on the unfortunate poverty- 
stricken occtipants. In only three out of 
many attempts has the department succeed- 
ed in vacating such unfit habitations and 
securing their destruction, and there are 
hundreds of unfit bulldings in the Nineteenth 

Ward alone which should be condemned and 

destroyed, if there were any better shelters 
within the means of the present tenants, 


Ne s Modern Tenements. 


“ Chicago is in urgent need of modern ten- 
ement houses, such as other municipalities 
have found it to their advantage to establish. 
They have proved to be the best agencies for 
reducing death rates, as well as for check 
ing the growth of discontent. There is 
property in the Nineteenth Ward that the 
owners could put to no better or no more 
useful purpose. 

“It would be a sanitary measure of the 
greatest value and of far-reaching influence 
if the city would exercise the right of expro- 
priation for this purpose, so that public spir- 
ited citizens might form improved dwellings 
associations similar to those in. New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, and elsewhere, for the 
establishment of detter and cheaper homes 
for wage-earners. These enterprises pay 
not only financially but in the elevation of 
the character of the tenants, the improve- 
ment of their habits and modes of life, their 
greater working efficiency, resulting from 
better health and less sickness, and in their 
higher value as citizens. 

It is entirely feasible to remove and re- 
press the disease and death producing condi- 
tions of the Nineteenth Ward, as well as of 
other wards wherelikeconditionsexist. But 
it cannot be done by surface-skimming and 
scratching, or by the intermittent frruption 
of a handful of street and alley cleaners, or 
by the necessarily infrequent visit of one of 
the ten sanitary inspectors of the Health De- 
partment. 

“The City Council itself must take the 
initiative by enacting necessary legislation 
and by properly equipping the department 
charged with the protection and improve- 
ment of the public health.

REINFORCED BY MANY REPORTS. 


Sanitary Officers of the Department 
Go Into Details. 

The report or the Assistant Commissioner 
of Health was reinforced with numerous re- 
ports from the medical and sanitary officers 
of the department giving detailed informa- 
tion about special localities and houses from 
various points of view and maps and figures 
supporting the statements made. Drs. E. P. 
Murdock and C. A. Wade, Chief Sanitary 
Inspector Andrew Young, and Miss Amanda 


M. Johnson, Streets and Alleys Inspector of 


the ward, contribute the most interesting 
statements. 

After giving numerous instances of un- 
speakable unsanitary conditions, one of the 
supplementary reports says: 

“The dilapidated condition of the houses 
in Canal, Ewing, Desplaines, Forquer, and 
Harrison streets and Law avenue in par- 
ticular, calls for active interference to avoid 
a veritable plague. Old stables and damp 
basements, with unventilated rooms of less 
than 2,000 cubic feet occupied by from eight 
to ten persons each; defective or no sewers, 
and goats, horses, and cows in the same 
rooms With men and women or in the sta- 
bles separated by only a thin partition are 
the rule in some localities rather than the 
exception.“ 

Miss Amanda Johnson made a report on 
the wooden garbage box nuisance, pleading 
for metallic receptacles and wagons and for 
a daily collection of garbage instead of a 
tri-weekly. 

The condition of the streets in the wards 
was fully reported. Here are some that have 
never been paved: 

Tilden avenue, between Jefferson and Clin- 
ton and between Aberdeen and Morgan; 
Fayette place, between Harrison and Ver- 
non Park place; Julius street, south of Elev- 
enth: Norton street, south of Polk; Good, 
Better, and Damon, between May and Sholto. 

In the following streets the pavement is 
either so far gone or so rough that sweeping 
or cleaning of any sort is impossible:

It is one of the prerogatives of a Governor, 
this business of naming Senators, and no 
man of the présent generation can reca 
a single instance when the Chief Executive 
of Illinois has failed to land the Senator, 
provided the Legislature and the Governor 
were of the same political faith. | 
Sqmetimes the Governor fails to recognize 
suitable Senatorial material among the 
candidates and takes the office himself, so 
as to prevent unseemly squabbling. The 
State administration invariably settles this 
business. The power of the State was al- 
ways used in Logan’s behalf, and it was 


ot immense benefit to Senator Cullom. 


The Governor comes into power with more 
or less good-paying patronage. He has by 
indirection a lot of plums of great moment. 
The management of State institutions, and 


above all the banks that will have the 


deposits of said institutions, cut no little 
figure in carrying out the will of a Governor. 
One Case in Point. 

Not long ago a Senator came up from.a 
Southern Illinois district, and he was obdu- 
rate and stiff-mecked. He couldn't be made 
to go single or double, nor would,he stand 
without hitching.. He was a stockholder in 
a couple of little country banks, and when 
this was found out his banks were made 
depositories for the funds appropriated for 
a couple of institutions in his neck of woods, 

And he immediately became as docile as 
a New Mexican burro. He was made a 
beast of burden and he stood without hitch- 


ing. He did what was asked of him, and he 


did it willingly... But his banks had their de- 
posits swelled a hundred thousand dollars 
apiece, and that’s no small chunk of money 
for a country bank. ; 

Capt. Tanner’s power, if exercised in favor 
of any candidate, will be greater than that 
of any of his predecessors, simply because 
he goes into office without apy pledges. He 
can do as he pleases with the patronage of 
the State, and he can, by indirection, locate 
the funds drawn from the State Treasury 
for the support of the State ‘institutions 
where they will do the most good.

HOW BRYAN CARRIED OLD: VIRGINIA 


Villainous and Wholesale Frauds— 
Sound Money Democrats Will Con- 
test Congressional Seatse—Affidavits 
from 18,000 Men Who Were Prevent- 
ed from Casting Ballots. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 11.—“ The Sound 
Money and Honest Election League of Vir- 
ginia is the new name of the sound money 
Democratic organization of that State. 
Frank T. Glasgow is President. They have 
issued a circular calling upon ali citizens of 
that State who are in favor of honest elec- 
tione to enroll themselves as members, irre- 
spective of previous political associations. 

They have decided to contest the seats of 

the silver Democratic candidates for Con- 
gress in the Second, Fourth, and Fifth Dis- 
tricts, to whom certificates have been given 
by the Election Board They are now taking 
evidence to show that these candidates were 
elected by fraud. They claim to have 
already found in these three districts 
26,000 Republican ballots were rejected on 
one pretext or another, upon technicalities 
that were trivial, although the intent of the 
voter was manifest. They have the affi- 
davits of 18,000 men in these three districts 
who were prevented from casting their bal- 
lots by the interference of challengers or un- 
just rulings of the Boards of Election. 

For example, in the Jackson Wardof Rich- 
mond, where there are 3,500 negro voters, 
only 900 were allowed to cast, their ballots. 
The remaining 2,600-were prevented from 
voting by being crowded away from the 
polls, and the right to vote was denied to 
some because they could not tell who their 
grandfather was or whether he was nat- 
uralized. Men were actually turned away 
by judges of election, who told them that 
they could only vote in the precincts in 
which they were born. Negroes. who were 
born in ‘Virginia and have never been out- 
side of the State in their lives were told 
that they must produce naturajization pa- 
pers béfore they could be allowed to vote. 
Many of them did not know what was 
meant. Other judges insisted that the negro 
votérs should bring certificates of baptism 
from orthodox clergymen. Some were ac- 
cused of attempting to vote under fictitious 
nam and were sent away to find wit- 
nesses to theiridentity. When they returned 
and got into line again they were not pere 
mitted to reach the polls, Others were sol- 
emnly informed that they had been reported 
dead and were so marked on the poll books, 
so that it was necessary for them to bring 
a physictan’s certificate or a guarantee from 
an undertaker. In some precincts no negro 
was allowed to vote who would not answer 
certain ridiculous questions, and everywhere 


| the voting booths were blocked by white 


men, who always take precedence. When a 
white man approached the polls as usual 
he always took the head of the line, no 
matter how long the negroes had beer: stand- 
ing, and if he was a Democrathe would hold 
the attention of the judges until another 
white man came to relieve him, in order to 
prevent the negroes from offering their bal- 
lots. When it was impossible to prevent a 
negro from reaching the polls he was de- 
tained there indefinitely under various pre- 
texts in order to keepothersaway. Insome 
of the precincts not more than 15 per cent 
of the negro vote was polled, although the 
voters were out early and most of them re- 
mained in Une all day, having their meals 
brought to them by their wives andi children. 

The committee which is collecting the evi- 
dence of fraud bélieves that it will have 
sufficient to justify the unseating of three 
of the Virginia delegation in Congress. They 
have abundant evidence, they say, that Mc- 
Kinley would have carried the State if there 
had been à fair election, but they have de- 
cided not to question the Electoral ticket, 


+ as that is not necessary, but devote their 


entire time and labor in contesting the Con- 
gressional and legislatwe candidates. In 
their circular to the citizens of Virginia the 
officials of the Sound Money and Honest 
BDiection League say: 

“The cause of sound money has tri- 
umphed and the financial issue has been 
settled by an overwhelming popular vote of 
the people of the United States against free 
silver. The other great issue, h er, in 
this State of honest elections remains un- 
settled, and the open and fraudulent defi- 
ance of the people’s will in many sections 
of this State on election day is unreproved 
and unpunished. It is impossible to over- 
estimate the importance of continuing the 
— for 3 elections in which we have 

embarked, and it becomes imperative for 
the Virginia league for sound money and 
honest elections to place the organization 
upon a pe ent and substantial basis and 
to push it with renewed vigor until it has 
covered the entire State. 

“This league has formulated its plans for 
the fight which is before it, and no time 
should be lost in pressing them with, all 
possible energy while the memory of elec- 
tion fraud is ripe in the minds of the people,

They Want an Election Law Under 
Which Their Votes Can Be Counted. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 13.—Col. Buck, 

the Republican boss of Georgia, has ap- 

pealed to the managers of the McKinley ad- 
ministration to take some steps to protect 
the Republican voters in the Southern States 
from the dishonest election methods alleged 
against the Democrats. He went over the sit- 
uation with Mark Hanna and the Republic- 
an leaders who are expected to be influential 
during the coming administration, and made 

a number of serious charges against the 

Democrats of Georgia. He claims that the 

registration and election laws of that Stat 

are such as to render it impossible for man 
thousands of Republicans to get their votes 
counted. He declared that a national elec- 
tion law should be reénacted, or there should 
be a reduction in the representation in Con- 
gress and in the Electoral College. Under 
the present system, he alleges, the ballots 
are printed so as to deceive many of the 
voters, and those who are not deceived are 
so confused by the style of printing the bal- 
lots in certain districts that their votes are 
rendered void. 

A bill has already been introduced ir the 
present Congress by Representative Gibson 
of Tennessee which is calculated to correct 
some of the alleged abuses in the election 
laws of the Southern States.

DANGER OF WATER FAMINE ON TEXAS. 


Medical Officer Attached to the Ship 
Adds to Its Official Literature 
with More Complaints. ; 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
There is danger of a water famine on board 
the Texas sbould it be sent to sea. This 
interesting condition has been reported to 
the Navy Department by the medical officer 
attached to the ship, who adds a detailed 
statement of the effects of the vessel from 
his point of view. 

He says the evaporating and condensing 
machinery of the Texas is unable to supply 
enough fresh water for common. daily use. 
The theoretical capacity of the apparatus is 
5,000 gallons per day, while it has but an 
average output of perhaps 2,000 .gallons 
daily when in use. 

There are defects in piping, location of 
evaporators, etc. The storage capacity aleo 
is too Umited and there is no method pro- 
vided for cooling the water. Shore water 
has been depended upon, but this becomes 
a positive menace to health in most Southern 
and all West India ports.

Salute the American Filag—Stirring 
Exercises by Those Being Educated 
Under Baron de Hirsch Fund, 


New York, Dec. 13.—Five hundred Russian 
immigrant children, who are being educated 
under the Baron de Hirsch fund at the Edu- 
cational Alliance Building on East Broad - 
way, took part in a competition yesterday for 
the prize offered by the Patria club to the 
wchool children of the city to the dest sa- 
lute to the flag and the best original patri- 
otic song. The auditorium where the exer- 
cises were held was festooned with national 
colors. 

There are 556 names on the society's regis- 
ter, and there were only six absentees when, 
at 11 o’clock yesterday forenoon, the chil- 
dren marched into the hall to the music of 
„ Dixie,” each child wearing an American 
flag upon his or her breast. A. S. Solomons, 
general agent of the society, said that the 
exercises derived special interest from the 
fact that the majority of the children taking 
part had been in this country less than six 
months. They were unable to speak English 
when they came to the school, but hed be- 
come conversant enough now with the lan- 
guage to enter the sixth and seventh grades 
in the public schools. 

„These little Russian Jews are born lin- 
guists,” continued Mr. Solomons. “‘ We are 
endeavoring to instill into their minds ideas 
of patriotism and a love of this their new 
fatherland, and the enthusiasm we meet 
with is surprising.“ 

Then turning to the children he said: “ You 
are no longer Russians, but good Amer- 
icans. Let's see whether you can give three 
good, loyal cheers.’ 

Five hundred heads were raised in the air 
and 500 hundred voices rang out with a vim 
that would have done credit to a battalion 
of war veterans. 

Then the brief exercises were begun by 
thirteen boys, carrying national colors rep- 
resenting the original colonies, who marched 
down the aisle to the front of the platform. 
A bright-eyed little maiden about 8 years 
oid took the part of Columbia, and as she 
raised algft a large silk flag the following 
original salute was given: 

#ALUTE TO THE FLAG! 

Flag of our great republic; inspirer in battle: 
guardian of our homes; whose Stars and Stripes 
stand for bravery, purity, truth, and Union, 

We salute thee! 

We, the children of many Jands, who find rest 
under thy folds, do pledge our lives, our hearts, 
and our sacred honor, to love and protect thee, our 
country, and the liberty of the American people 


forever.

He smiled grimly 
at his chief's painful discomfiture, and when 
accused of ha been an accessory before 
the fact of 1 — Queen's attempted restora- 
tion by a 5 — friend, he promptly * 
an alibi: Me was not Sec 
pleaded, when that act of chivalry was nore 
formed. He was Attorney-General then, 
and the man who had carried out the Hawal⸗ 
lan policy of the President, 80 far as it was 
carried out at all, is now dead and in his 
grave. 

The President admitted the truth of the 
Secretary’s disclaimer, and then turned his 
back for a moment while he said something 
under his breath to the watchful Thurber 
which sounded like “ paramount.” Prompt- 
ly the private secretary determined to te 
graph to Georgia for James H. Blount to 
come to Washington when Liliuokalani does 
to entertain her and stand between her and 
her good friend, the President. While Thur- 
ber was coming to this decision the Presi- 
dent was deeply thinking. After a momcnt 
he turned and said to Mr. Omey: 

Mr. Secretary, it is true that you were 
not directly concerned in our little ‘drama 
of three years ago,“ but, as Attorney-Gen- 
éral, you advised tts legality and you must 
not flinch now. You must help me bear this 
burden or assist me to flee from it.”’ 

The Secretary of State is a man of bull- 
dog nerve, and he promptly advised against 
such a cowardly course as flight. What 
harm could the lady do, he asked. She was 
undoubtedly coming only. to pay her re 
to her dear, good friend in the White > alee 
and thank him in person for championing — 
cause and taking her to his official bosom 
These assurances momentarily calmed the 
President, but later he fell into the nervous 
state that followed Thurber’s announcement. 
The name Liliuckalani seemed to make him 
faint and dizzy. He remembered all the 
kind and fervent words of friendship and 
devotion that he had breathed to her through 
Paramount Blount, ‘ Non-Patamount ” 
Willis, and by pen and telegra h. It all came 
back to him, and he pictured the Queen in 
all the humiliation of her fallen grandeur 
standing before him with tears of thankful- 
ness in her big, soft eyes and pleadings for 
further proof of devotion on her lips. The 
vision was too much for him, His resolution 
was taken in a moment. 

„ Thurber,” he said, I must leave Wash- 
ington when she comes, and you and Olney 
must provide an excuse.’ 

A few moments’ refiection and congulta-

The Suburban railroad company yesterday 
placed upon the recards of Cook County and 
the other counties through which the road 
is proposed to be built a mortgage of its 
properties to secure an issue of 1 
per cent twenty-year gold bearing bonds. 
Arrangements have been perfected for nuild- 
ing double tracks from Forty-eighth street 
by way of Harrison and Twenty-second 
streets to La Grange. It is understood the 
money is in hand for the work. 

The bonds issued for the present contem- 
plated work, which includes the two lines 
mentioned, and the electrifying and .equip- 
ping the C. H. and B. and the Southwestern 
branches of the Northern Pacific, which the 
company holds under a fifty-year lease, 
amount to $1,250,000. The mortgage pro- 
vides for the issue of additional bonds up to 
$3,000,000 for the building of the contem- 
plated extensions, branch lines, and feeders. 
The power house of the company is located 
at Twenty-second street and Harlem ave- 
nue. The lines proposed to be now con- 
structed amount to about twenty-eight miles 
of double track railroad. The Unes contem- 
plated are something over seventy-five 
miles, The machinery for the power house 
has been already built, and will be reudy to 
be put in place as soon as the house can be 
erected. A large number of cars, of the latest 
improvement and most desirable pattern, 
have already been completed by the Pullman 
company, and it is expected that within a 
short time some of them will be put in opera- 
tion upon the leased lines, and all is under 
contract to be built, equipped, and running 
by July 1 of next year. 

The management will, it is believed, be 
able, in a short time, to perfect running ar- 
rangements which will bring passengers to 
the heart of the city.” It is expected by the 
time the loop is completed to be able to de- 
liver passengers to the loop. This will bring 
Hinsdale, Western Springs, La Grange, 
Grossdale, Lyons, Oak Park, Ridgeland, 
River Forest, Harlem, Afistin, and the inter- 
vening territory between them and the city 
in close connection with the business center. 
This, it will be seen, will bring properties in 
those various localities into speedy demand, 
giving them down-town communication and 
making the busimess center easily accessible 
to them, practically as if they were within 
a mile of State street. It is confidently pre- 
dicted by real estate men that a boom may 
be expected in the early spring in properties 
in those very desirable suburban districts. 
The corporate authorities, as well as the 
citizens, in these various localities named, 
are highly enthusiastic, and doing all in 
‘their power.to aid the company in the early 
completion of its lines.
